Warrant of Appointment as a Resident Magistrate. 

By the Loud Lieutenant-General and General Governor of Ireland : 


ABERDEEN. 


Whereas, by an Act passed in the Sixth Year of the Reign of His late Majesty 
King William the Fourth, entitled An Act to consolidate the Laws relating to the 
Constabulary Force in Ireland, it is enacted : — 

“ That, in any case in which it shall appear to the Lord Lieutenant, or other 
Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, by reason of any County, or County of 
a City, or County of a Town, or Town and Liberties, being in a state of 
disturbance, or owing to the absence or non-residence of a Magistrate in any 
County, County of a City, County of a Town, or Town and Liberties, or in any 
District of any County, or for any other sufficient cause, to be expedient, it shall 
and may be lawful to and for the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or 
Governors of Ireland, by Warrant under his or their Hand and Seal, to appoint 
during his or their pleasure one or more Persons for any County, or for any 
County of a City, or County of a Town, to be Magistrates for said County, 
County of a City, County of 'a Town, or Town and Liberties, or for any part or 
District of any County, or for any District consisting of any Parts of any Two 
or more adjoining Counties, or for any one or more Barony or Baronies in any 
County in Ireland, or for any* district consisting of any County, and of a County 
of a City, or County of a Town, Town and Liberties, or City and County, and 
any part or parts thereof respectively.” 

And whereas it appears to the Lord Lieutenant to be expedient for the efficient 
enforcement of the Law and the Preservation of Public Order in the several Counties 
and in the County of the City hereinafter named that an additional Resident Magistrate 
should be available for the said Counties and County of City ; 

Now We, John Campbell, Earl of Aberdeen, Lord Lieutenant-General and 
General Governor of Ireland, do hereby, in pursuance of the said Act, and for the 
reasons aforesaid, appoint Major-General Sir Cecil Frederick Nevil Macready, K.C.R., 
to be a Magistrate, during Our Pleasure, for the Counties of Antrim, Armagh, Ca\an, 
Donegal, Down, Fermanagh, Londonderry, Monaghan, and Tyrone and the County of 
the City of Londonderry. 

Given under Our Hand and Seal, at His Majesty’s Castle of Dublin this 
27th day of April, in the Year One Thousand Nine Hundred and 
Fourteen.
